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GERMAN DRIVE SLACKENS; 


ALLIES READY TO STRIKE 


AMERICANS IN FIGHT 
SAYS LONDON REPORT 


Front Now Extends From Beyond Albert South 


and West of the Old Hindenburg 


Line of 1917 


HUNS CANNOT WIDEN GAP 


When Allies Will Launch Counterattack Not Known, But 


Strategic Reserves Are Expected to Send Enemy 


Reeling Back Over Desert 


Alter sis days of terrific fighting the German offensive in 


France is beginning to show signs of losing its momentum. The 
projfrf-s of the enemy has materially slackened and the form of 
the clout made in the Allied lines west of Cambrai has begun to 
resemble the familiar Tvedge-like salient, instead o£ the broad 
straight forward movement of an offensive which carried all be- 
fore it. 


At its apex this wedge has gone beyond Albert, to the south of 


that place and is to the westward of the old Allied line as it stood 
a year ago when von Hindenburg began his retreat. From this 
point the ^ine runs off to the northeast .at a gentle angle with the 


|\line to the south running back until it reaches the Oise river. In 


spite of tremendous exertion and terrible losses the German effort 
to -.vfcfeu the tip of this salient were defeated on Tuesday. The 
British lines have stood toward the north and have forced the Ger- 
mans to turnjBOuthward toward the point of least resistance. 


Official statements issued at London confirmed the report from 


Berlin that American forces arc engaged in the struggle. They are 
reported as "fighting shoulder to shoulder" with the French and 
British in the region of Roye, on the southern side of the salient 
driven into the Allied front. There has been no official report sent 
to Washington as to the identity of these troops. 


Allies Heady to Strike Back. 


With the slackening of the German 


pace, there come indications that the 
Allies are ready to strike back some- 
where along the front. 


Just where this blow will be launch- 


ed will not be known until it is struck, 
but it may be expected that it impact 
will be.terrihc. It is known that the 
allied war council at Versailles creat- 
ed a great strategic reserve of men to 
be usej in just the contingency which 
confronts the army which has borne 
the bi iint of the fighting since last 
Thursday morning.

TOWNS HELD BY HUNS 


Germans, to Leave One 


Snipers Bothering Our Men 


Two Escape 15 Teutons 


(By the Associated Press.) 


With the American ai-my In Krancc, 


March 26. — Tho American artillery 
contlnuts to heavily ahell towns held 
by the Germans, and German batter- 
ies opposite tho Toul sector with gas. 
The Germans themselves have recip- 
rocated in kind, but tho doses of gas 
sent against them by tho Americans 
have been twice as largo as they have 
received. 
The town of JTUchecourt, 


north of. Xivray, one of tho targets ot 
the Americans, has been abandoned, 
BO far as American 
patrols

"Fritz," or "Billy Boche," as the 


American doughboys are beginning to 
call the Germans, is a persistent snip- 
er on this sector. As fast as the Am- 
ericans silence one nest another starts 
the annoyance and then tho job has 
to be done all over again. 


This forenoon a group of American 


snipers discovered an enemy nest close 
t>y and promptly opened fire on it. 
The Germans replied with their rifles, 
and then fired about three dozen or 
so grenades.

mans had come to stay and did not 
intend to be chased out. 
One of tho 


American 37 millimetre guns then got 
into action against the nest and, ow- 
ing to its accurate flre, no more Ger- 
mans "were seen at

line« will go neither up hill nor down 
down hill but on a level. That such 
a map is of prime value to the engi- 
neer who may be laying out a railroad 
or trolley route, a,^ highway, a drain- 
age, or irrigation system goes without 
saying-, but it is also of great value to 
the average citizen. Farmers and axito- 
mobiiists, for ins'tance, buy thousands 
of maps. In addition to tho land and 
water features, the map shows, in 
black, all the works of man—roads, 
bridges, towns, houses, etc. 


The topographic mapping done by 


the Geological Survey represents the 
highest typo of geographic work, and 
thj maps show substantially every- 
thing as it is on the STOund at the 
time of the survey. 
In making the 


survey for this particular map the 
the topographic' engineers 
tramped 


over practically every part 
of 
the 


quadrangle, hundreds of .miles being 
thus covered. Permanent iron bench 
marks, showing txact altitudes, were 
also set at numerous points in the 
quadrangle. 
The location of these 


marks is indicated accuracy on the 
map, and they can be used for all 
time as the basis for any further sur- 
veys desired. 
Map making o£ this 


sor' is a very different undertaking 
from that of constructing- the average 
geographic map at the desk; generally 
a matter of mere approximation and 
ccmpilation. Everything on tho Geo- 
logical Survey topographic sheet is 
exact and_ true to nature 


The cost to the government of these 


quadrangle surveys, for both field and 
office work, ranges from 
53,500 to 


58,000 each; but the maps are sold 
i. only about the cost of paper and 
printing—10 cents a copy or S3 for 
fifty copies. 


The Director of the Geological Sur- 


vey will furnish, without charge, index 
sheets showing the published topo- 
graphic maps of areas in any state. 
He may be addressed at Department 
of the Interior, Washington, D. C.
